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Abstract 


An updated checklist of the Caddisflies belonging to the one of most diverse family Hydropsychidae Curtis, (1835) of order 
Trichoptera is prepared based on the recent published scientific records as well as online resources. To remove disparity, 
the species localities are put into the current Indian states which were earlier united or were part of original state based 
on the type locality mentioned in the original description of species. At present the family Hydropsychidae is represented 


by 4 subfamilies, 15 genera and 128 species from India.

Introduction 


The order Trichoptera (Caddisflies) comprises a group 
of holometabolous insects that are closely related to the 
order Lepidoptera and together they represent the super 
order Amphiesmenoptera (Kristensen, 1991; 1997). Adult 
caddisflies vary in size from very minute with a wing span 
of less than 3 mm to large with a wing span approaching 
100 mm. Some of the species have very striking color and 
wing patterns but majority of the species generally have 
color from dull yellow through grey, or brown to black, 
are moth like insects with wings covered by hair and not 
scales as in Lepidoptera. Adults have very prominent, and 
in some species exceptionally long, antennae (more than 
double the length of the forewing). With some exceptions 
they have well developed maxillary and labial palps, but 
never the coiled proboscis that characterizes most adult 
Lepidoptera. 


Fischer (1960-1973) produced a world catalogue of 
caddisflies that recorded 5,546 species. This catalogue 
formed the basis of Higler’s Checklist (1992). Present day 
Trichoptera World Checklist (TWC, 2018) includes most 
of the earlier as well as recent works on caddisflies. An 
updated Checklist of Indian Trichoptera was provided 
by Saini et al. (2001) as well as Sharma and Chandra 


(2009). Family Hydropsychidae is the third largest family 
as well as most diverse net spinning Annulipalpian of 
Trichoptera. It was erected by Curtis (1835) and five 
subfamilies are currently recognized: Arctopsychinae 
Martynov (1924), Macronematinae Ulmer (1905), 
Hydropsychinae Curtis (1835), Diplectroninae Ulmer 
(1951), and Smicrideinae Flint (1974). This family is 
represented by 4 subfamilies, 15 genera and 128 species 
from India as given in Table 1.
